To convert the disk, first initiallize a 
blank diskette under 305 3.2. Then take it plus the Christmas disk 
to a friend who has DOS 3.3. He will show you how to transfer all 
the prograas to your 3.2 diskette.

PROGRAMMER’ S NOTES 


In spite of their length, both programs on this disk use few 
special tricks and are easy to read. THE NIGHT BEFORE CHRISTMAS has 
the sia@pler structure. It just prints text and draws things with very 
few IF-THEN or GOTO statements that might cause confusion. 


CHRISTMAS SONGS is more complicated because it has to jump back 
and forth between user input from a menu, and the song playing 
subroutines. Its musical notes are played by a machine lanquage 
subroutine PQKED into memory by subroutine 30100. The tones are easy 
to play because they are called by ampersand commands (& 7 PITCH, 
DURATION) instead of PORES. List lines 7-20 and 30100-30200 of the 
program for gore information. The pitches to play for standard 
musical notes are: |
